Buonaparte beheld the objec of his expedition ac- 
complifhed. ‘Ihe army had traverfed the defert which 
feparates Africa from Afia, and had furmounted every 
obfacle with more firmnefgand perfeverance than the ar- 
my of the Arabs. They had taken poffeilion of ail the 
fortrefles which defend the wells of the defert ; they had 
difperfed in the plain of Efdrelon and of Mount ‘Ta- 
bor, an army of 25,000 horfe affembled from all parts 
‘of Alia, in the hopés of plundering Egypt; thirty thips 
with a Turkith army deltined to befiege the ports of 
Egypt, had been compelled to halten to Acre, where 

that fquadron aloftd its deftiny. , 

In fine, with about 10,000 they fucceeded in keep- 
ing up the war during three months in the very heart of 
Syria 5 they tock govfield-pieces, killed or made prifo- 
ners 7000 men, catried away fifty fland’of colours, o- 
pened the, fortrefles of Gaza, Jaffa, Caiffa, Acre, de- 
itroyed the enemy that was marching to invade Epypr, 
took their ficld-equipage, their camels, their Gene- 
ral, &e. ’ 

The feafon for embarking from Egypt, called him 
thither imperioutly ; difeafes of different types were ma- 
king a dreadtul havoc in Syria; 700 men had already 
“fallen victims to them ; ait by the accounts that came 


from Sur, we learnt that more than’ 60 men died dai- 
7 


ly in the fortrels:of Acre, from thefe diftempers. 

Buonaparte did not think it advifeable further to pro- 
long his {tay before Acre, where a few days more would 
give him hopes tp-take the Pacha himfelf in the midtt of 
his palace. He ae that, during that feafon, the 
capture of the fortrels of Acre would not compenfate 
the lofs of a few days, and of fome brave men whom he 

. might be obliged to leave there, and who would be of 
ablolute necefhty to him in more effential operations. 

All thofe who have carried on fieges againft the 
Turks are well apprifed that they all, even women 
and children, expofe themfelves to death, and defend 
to the lait heap of ftones that remain. They place no 
reliance in the good faith of capitulations, becaufe they 
k now of nothing elfe than murdering their enemies. — 

Buonapatte decided upon raifing the Sege ; but feve- 
ral days would be requifite for the removal of the fick 
and wounded. During that interval he ordered all the 
‘batteries, botly of cannon and mortars, to be dirééted 
‘againft the palace of Dgezzar, and that all the fiege

“he had again prompted to infurreétion. His alarms were 
not groundiefs, for it turned out that Admiral Perree 
was actually in chace of that flotilla, but it was refcued 
by the Englith ; our frigates returned to fea, but they 
-were not purfued. The Englith fhips came back to 
Acre. : 

On the 17th, about half paft two in the morning, the 
enemy made a fortic, but he was repulfed ; at feven’in 
the morning he made another fortie on all points, he 
was every where repalfedy aad was not able to penetrate 
into any of our works; they were received with grape 
fot, and purfued back with bayonet into their armed 
polts. The ground was every where (trewed with their 
dead. We lolt 60 men in killed and wounded. Ge- 
neral Verdiere commanded the attack on the tren- 
ches. 

On the 28th an Englith flag of truce advanced to- 
wards us, and brought back the Tark whom we had 
fent as a lag of truce to Djezzar on the 22d. The flag 
of truce brought a letter from the Englifh Commodore, 
the purport of which was to inform us, that as Djezzar 
was.under the proteftion of the Englith fleet, he could 
make no reply to us; but through the medium of the 
Englith Commodore. A packet was alfo brought to 
us, containing fuppofiticus proclamations of the Porte, 
and cértified by the fignature—* Sidney Smith.” This 
proclamation was read by the whole army, who return- 
ed no other anfwer to it but that contempt with which 
a daftardly action infpires true honour +. 

The Englith Admiral informed us that a treaty was 
agreed ypon between England and the Porte, figned 
the 5th January 1799. 

The Englith canoe, and the officer who commanded 
it, were fent back without any anfwer.. The fire was 
cootinued on both fides. 

The night was employed ‘in preparations to remove 
the fick, the wounded, and fome trege artillery towards 
Cantouta. The 1ft battalion of the. 6gth demi-brigade 
fet out on t'e 29th: it was followed by the 2d on the 
goth. They efcorted the convoys of the wounded and 
the artillery. 

The advanced guard, commanded by General Junot,

At 
three in the afternoon they rufhed out, and again at- 
tacked every point. ‘They availed themfelves of the re- 
inforcements they had received, and their objec was to 
throw themfelvyes into our batteries. ‘This attack was 
made with than their u‘ual ferocity ; they were, 
however, a on all fides, except. at the turn of 
the glacis near the .breach tower, of which they took 
poffeflion ; but it was foon retaken by General La- 
yrange, who attacked the enemy with two companies 
of grenadiers, and even purfued them into their external 
armed polf, of which he made himfelf matter, and 
compelled the enemy to'retire into the place. lhe 
enemy, in that rencontre, lot a confiderable number of 
their braveft troops. 

The whole of the fiege artillery was now removed. 
It was replaced in the batteries by fome fis!d-pic- 
ce. What was ulelefs was throwa into the fea 
By means of a mine, and fapping, we deftroyed an 
aqueduct of feveral leagues in length, ‘by which Acre 
was fupplied with freth water; all the magazines and 
the harvelt in the environs of Acre were reduced to 
afhes. 

At nine in the evening of the 1ft Prairial, the drums 
were beat to march, aad the fiege, which lafted fixty-one 
days after the opening of the trenches, was raifed. The 
army had been forewarned of it by a proclamation. 

The divifion of General Lannes began their march 
for Cantoura; they were followed by the army and 
park-equipage and by General Bon’s divifion.

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It was on Wednefday reported with confidence, that 
Minilters had received intelligence that the Chouans were 
in great force in the department of Finifterre, and the 
adjacent country, formerly the province of Normandy. 
The infurgents are faid to be no lefs than 20,000 
ftrong. Having been fupplied with confiderable fums 
of money and quantities of arms from this country, 
they had made fome formidable movements, and obtain- 
ed poffeffion of Quimper, a large town, about 30 miles 
fouth-eait of Breit, where they releafed all their aflo- 
cidtes who were confined in prifon. In order to op- 
pofe the career of this formidable body, troops were 
marched from different quarters, and the garrifon of 
Breft was immediately drawn out, and feamen landed 
from the fhips in the harbour to do duty ia their 
abfence. 

The Chouans, upon taking poffeflion of Quimper,. are 
faid to have fet 1500 Englith prifoners at hberty. 

The two firft of the Hamburgh mails that were due, 
arrived on Thurfday. They confirm the fufpition we 
entertained of the French having faltained fome defeat, 
which made them raife the fiege of Philipfburgh, though 

though they fpoke of having only been concentrating 
their forces. ‘ 

On the 3d, a very ferious engagement took place be- 

tween the Imperial, Auftrian, and French troops on the, 
Neckar. This aétiof, though not general, was extend- 

ed to-all the Aultrian and French advanced pofts, from 

Heilbronn to Lanfen, andthe French’ were repulfed 

on all fides, and forced to’ refume their former pofts at 

Pforzheim and the environs. . 

Accounts dated the 5th, from Heilbrona, very near 

the feene of a&ion, ftate the lofs of the French, on: this 

oceafion, toamount to 1300 prifoners, between 300 

and 400 killed, and many officers of rank kifled or 

wounded. The action was fo bloody, that a confider- 

able extent of country on the borders of the Neckar 

was covered with dead bodies. By the refult, the plan 

of the French to over-run the Duchy of Wirtemberg, 

in order to lay it under heavy contributions, has been 

rendered abortive, and the Prince of Hohenloe was 

again in poffeflion of Laufen and Heilbronn. 

It appears that feveral actions have fince taken place, 

on the 6th and 7th, between Neckar Gemund and Hei~ 
delberg, and before Sinzheim, of which authentic de- 

tails have not yet been received. 

All French Emigrants have again received orders to 
quit Franckfort. It was reported in that city, that the 
Ruflian troops, after having remained fome weeks ia 
Bavaria, to recover from their late fatigue, would be- 
gin their march to’return to Raffia. 

According to letters from Venice, of the 31/t ult. 
twenty-two Ruflian fhips were arrived with troops in 
the harbours of Naples. 

In Suabia, and other parts of the empire, the mea- 
fure of arming the inhabitants is continued with fuccefs. 

Accounts from Franckfort, of the 12th, fpeak of an 
approaching Congrefs for peace, to be held at Hanau; 
againft which: the Ecclefiaftical Princes have already 
fent remonftrances to. Vienna and Peterfburgh. 

They write from Suabia, under the date of the oth 
inftant, that the report of an armiftice being concluded 
is entirely proundlefs, and that Prince Suwarrow has 
promifed the Archduke to advance again, as foon as 
his army has recovered from its extraordinary fatigues. 

The Brith Minifter, Mr Wickham, fays a foreign 
paper, who is at Augtburgh, is negociating a treaty for 
13,000 Bavarians, to be taken into the pay of England, 
and to join the Ruffian army in Suabia, which confilts 
of 40,000. 

The French have penetrated in the Grifon country 
as far as Reichenau, Feldbergh, and Keldenftein.— 
The Auftrians have voluntarily evacuated Chur, but 
the Archduke ftill maintains a threatening pofition near 
Schaffhaufen, which prevents the French from advan- 
cing. ‘ ‘ 

The forces of the Auftrians appear alfo, by ac- 

counts from Berne, to Ue increafing confiderably‘in the 

Grifons. 

Letters from Stutgard, of the oth inft. mention, that 

the Auftrian troops under the Archduke are approach- 

ing to the frontiers of Switzerland, fince the departure 

of the Ruffians, and occupy feveral places near the Lake 

of Conftance, lately in their pofleflion. 

The inhabitants of the cantons of Zurich and Schaff- 

haufen have been difarmed by order of the Archduke, 

on account of their being ffpected of carrying on fecret 

intelligence with the French. 

The operations of the armies near the Neckar and 

the Rhine, fince the raifing of the blockade ‘of Phi- 

lipfburgh, on the oth inftant, have been fufpended, on 

account of the late very heavy and continual fall of 
rain.

for the establishment of a for trade 6u the coast of Labradore, 
and also fur carrymg out missionaries to that couatry,to convert 
the Esquimaux Indians. The vessel sailed from London the 7th 
Busy 1752, having on board, besides the crew, four mission 
aries from the Society of.the Unites Fratrwa, or Morav.an 
Brethyen—and also a Mr Claud Hamilton, who was clerk to 
the owners of the vessel. On the 13th July thereafter, they 
arrived at a harbour (which they ni Nisbet bour } 

on the coast of Labradore, where i 
settle, and a house was constructed 

On the sth of Seprember the ship 
Nisbét’s Harbour, and suiled to the northward, when 
quvimaux (who had previously carried on some trace with them) 
iuvited them to come ashore to traffic in furs,.cc. ‘The Cap- 
tain accordingly, and ‘six others, ensang whom was Claud Hia- 
milton, procegded unarmed among the islands, with articles 
for trading with thenatives. ‘Chos¢in the ship soon lost sight of 
the beat, and waited in cnxious expectation for its return; but 
neither it nor any of us crew ever again made their appear- 
ance. ‘The high surf and other causes prevented the ship irom 
approaching nearer,: and there was-no other boat aboard. ‘The 
crew continucd for three days firing guns and making sugnals, 
but without effect ; so they were obliged to return to Nisbet's 
Harbdcur, to get a’boat which they had left with the mussion- 
aries. ‘They again attempted to penctrate among the islands 
in quest of their unfortunate companions, but were prevented 
by the violence of the windsand surf. 

In this situation the ship was forced to return to England ; 
and ds there wereset hands sufficient to navigate the vessel, 
the missionaries weretaken on board to assist-the crew. Be- 
fore sailing, provisions were left in the house built for the mis- 
sionaries, in case the unhappy men had ¢scaped from the Es- 
quimaux, and a Jetter-infurming them that the ship would re- 
turn next year. “Ihe ‘vessel arzived in London in October 
175 *, . ’ 

The vessel was again fitted out in. May 1753, and arrived 
at Nisbet's Harbowr onithe 20th Tuly—when it appeared that 
the house of the missionarieshad-been possessed—and the key 

and the letter were . Shortly after, upon a veighbouring 
island was found the body of Claud Hamilton, which was re 
<ognised’ by his ‘Jong queu’d hair—the-body was nakod-—— 
wounded in the side—and a’ French‘ knife sticking in the 
wound, or lying at his side! : 

In July 1753, an aunt of Claud Hamilton’s made a settle- 
ment by which she left hun 2 legacy of 300l.—the greatest 
part of which was tobe hierented ‘by his father.

Her executor, in terms of 
the settlement, paid old Mr Hamilton the interest of the le- 
gacy during his lifer ‘The principal, however, (until the 
present action), had -mever*|-zen legally demanded from the 
executes—as it was-considered to ke a lapsed legacy, from 
thecircumstance of its being left to Claud Hamilton alone, 
and not to his heirs, and*from* the universal belief that Claud 
had perished in the above voyage 1752, and had consequently 
predeceased the testatrix. ? 

In the year 1790, at the distance of near 40 years, an ac- 
tion was brought at the instance of tbe present pursuer, who is 
she niece and heir at law of Claud Hamilcon, against the de- 
fender, the executor and residuary legatee o! the testatrix, for 
payment of the legacy and interest. ‘Phe defender got notice 

of a volume of voyages from Asia to America, where he found 

_ the acconnt above detailed, both of the voyage to Labradore, 
in which Claud Hamiltonand the’others who went ashore were 
supposed to be murdered, and of the second, where his body 
had been discovered. He also found out a Mr Wollin, one of 
the Moravian brethren, who gave an account of a Mr Gol- 
Jowsky, another person of that persuasion, and who was one of 
the missionari:s whosailed to Labradore with Claud Hamilton 
in the first voyage 1752. In consequence of this information, 
Mr Gollowsky was traced to reside in Pennsylvania in North 
Amerita; and a commission was seit from the Court of Ses- 
sion to examine him relative to the death of Mr Hamilton. 

Mr Gollowsky gave a tery imteéresting account of the first 

“voyage to Labridore in the year 1752, when he. sailed as one 
of the missionaries aiong with Mr Hamailton ; and he deposed 

that he amd che crew believed their companions who went ashore 

in the boat were murdered by the natives. The account a- 

eed with that found in the volume of voyages. Mr Gol- 
owsky was not in the second yoyage—but he deposed that he 

had received @h atcount of it from Mr Handle, who was ‘n 

that voyage: and that the latter had informed him, that the 
crew “had found Claud Hamulton’s body lying naked én the 
island on the coast of Labradore, with a French knife in his 
side; that he knew him well by his Kair beihg bound in a rib- 
bon, in the seme manner as when he left them the preceding 

; they baried him in the same island, but found none of 

the other bodies, though they saw some: of the Esquimaux In- 

dians wéating some of the clothes which the men had on when 
they left them the preceding year, and knew them well. They 
ako found the house broke in, and the things therein carried 
off.” Mr Gollowsky also fwore having received another letter 

to the same effect. = * 

The Lord Ordinary (Fskgrove), now Tord Justice Clerk, 
pronounced the followiug interlocutor: “ being satisfied that 
the best and all the evidence that can in this case be expected 
had been broughtfound it thereby sufficiently instructed that 

Claud Hamilton, the legatee, predeceased the testatrix, where- 

by the legacy bequeathed to him became lapsed; and there- 
fore sustained the defences, and assoilzied the defender— 

Against this judgment a petition was given in to the Inner 

House—in which the pursuer insistéd, that there was no suf- 

ficient evidence adduced to prove that Mr Hamilton diced pre- 
vious to the 4th July 1753, the day on which the testatrix died 

—which it was necessary’to establish before the legacy could 
be declared lapsed—That there was tio certainty of his having 
been murdered alongwith the other n aS Was supposed, 
when they went ashore in the 1752-—O the contrary, had 
he been murdered at that time, it would have been impos- 
sible (as was done) to have recognised his body at the distance 
of near a year, considering the nature of the climate, the num- 
ber of inscets and beasts of prey that infect the country, &c. It 
was further pied; that, at any rate, # dubie, the legal presumps 
tion was always in favour of life, which the Jaw holds to con- 
tinue till death be proved, or till such circumstances be esta« 
blished as make it next to impossible that the person should be 
alive.
